Called forth by extracts from eperches 
of eminent orthodox divines and arti- 
cles publisbed in the press. She de- 
diarea that no one had the right to 
judge Spiritualism without first having 
carefully studied the subject, and lik- 
ened the action of the priest and min- 
isters in their efforts to deter their con- 
gregations from investigating the mat- 
ter, to the detention ofa bird from try- 
lug its wings by tying its legs to a table 
with a string. She bitterly ridiculed 
the idea that God had given mortals 
spiritual or mental wings aod denied 
them the privilege of using them Some 
1,800 years ago Jesus of Nazareth, she 
suid, had promulgated a new cred. 
Judas his disciple, had kissed his master 
and then betrayed him for silver. The 
result was that Christ was crucified b 
those who desired to bury his jostal. 
This was the direct result of Judas’ kiss, 
but Christianity did not die. It lived 
because it had a mission to perform, and 
Spiritualism, while it may have its be- 
trayers—as for just nee the Fox girls of 
New York—would live in spite of all,

That is to say, to psy- 
chometrize is to receive an Impression 
from an article which has become im- 
pregoated with the magnetism of ita 
owner, so that the medium bandling the 
article can tell many secret things 
Which were associated With the life of 
the owner of the property.
